Medes, about thetimeofthe eucning oblation,he praiedto 
his God for the people and their deliuerance, in as much as 
then he perceiued, that the ſeuentic yeeres of their captiui- 
tie (foretold by Jeremy) were now cometo anend. 

So Damel thus praying, about that time of the euening 
Oblation God ſent his Angel Gabriel ro ſignific and ſhew

God, and my ſernant Danid ſhall be ther Prince. In which 
words, not only we that are Chriſtians, but the latter Tewes 
alſo themſclues doe confefſe in the Thalmud, that their 
Meſſias is called Dawid,, for that hee was to deſcend of his 
ſecede. 

Now thenlet vs ſee whether Teſus Chriſt our Lord did 
come of the ſeede of Dawd, as was forerold the Meſſias 
ſhould. Ir is plaine that he did, forneuer any man doubted 
or denied, butthat Teſus was direQly of the tribe of Iudah, 
and deſcended lineally, by his mother,of the onely houſe'of 
Daxid ( as was foretold hee ſhould : ) which is confirmed 
moſt cleerly by the two genealogies & pedegrees ſet down 


by Saint Matthew and Saint Zmke, of the bleſſed Virgins ayrh.r. 


whole deſcent from Damdand [oſeph, that was of the ſame Lube 
tribe and kindred with her : for according to the law ofthe 
Jewes,they vicd ro marry in their own tribe. And therefore 
the Euangeliſts ſhewing the line of 7o/eph, doe thereby alſo 
declare the lineage and ſtocke of Afary, i motherof Ic 
ſus) as being a thing then ſufficiently e vnto all, 
though they ſpeake no more. 
Secondly it is confirmed by their repairing ynto Beth-

Fer, that cuery one ſhould to the head of their

Thirdly,it may appeare by this, for that the Tewes who

5 That the Mother of Teſus wasa Virgin, is plentifully 
teſtified by the Evangeliſts : and that ſo the Mcfſias mother 
ſhould be,the Scriptures of the Tewes doe ſufficiently ſhew.

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Unrgilhath collefted ) 
Land Salamis, a mat was factificed ro Agravals. To Dis 
medes in the Temple of Pallar, a man was offered, who be- 
ing thrice led abourthe Altar by young men, was at aſt by 
the Prieſt runne thorow with a ſpeore, and put into the 
fire and burnt. Among the people of Cyprus, Texcrws (a 
crificed humane ſacrifice vnto [wpiter, and left the ſame to 
poſteri to follow. To Dianalikewiſe humane facrifices 
were offered. The like was done to Heſss and Tentates. 
Amongſt the Egyptians, three men a day which were 
ſought out ( if 1 Lyn cleane ) were ſacrificed to /axe. 
Amongſithe Lacedemonians they were wont to factifice 
a man to Mars, The Phenicians inthe calamicous times 
of warre and peſtilence, were wont to ſacrifice ynto $4- 
twurne,cheir deareſt friends. The people called Curerz,facri- 
ficed children vnto Satarne, At Laodicea a Virgin was ſa- 
crificed to Pallas, And amongſt the Arabians, cueryyeere 
a child was ſacrificed and buried ynder the Altar, Alſo 
the Thracians, Scythians,the Carthaginians, and almoſt 
all the Grecians ( eſpecially when ANY goe to 
warre) ſacrificed a man. All barbarous Nations have done 
the like : yea, the Frenchmen and Germanes : yes, the 
Romanes themſclues did the like ſacrifice, as namely,to 
Saturne in Icalic, a man was facrificed at the Altar: and 
not onely ſo, burhee was alſo robe caſt downefrom a 
bridge into rhe river Tyber. Diomfins Halicarneſſenrwri- 
th, that _—_ and Apolls were marucilous angrie, for 
thatthe tenth part of men were not ſacrificed yntothem, 
and therefore ſought they revenge ypon Italy, Diadors; 

h, that the Carthapinians, when they were ouer- 
come of Agarhocles King of the Sicilians, choughe their 
ods to be angry with they; and therfore ro appeale them, 
acrificed ynto them two hundred of the Noble-mens ſons 
at a time, O monftrous cruelty!

aine, theſe gods of the Gentiles were not onely well 

hor with the ſacrifices of the blood of men, but alſo wall 
iked and allowed of fornications, adulteries, and all yn- 
cleannes: for ar Alexandria the Image of Sararne was moſt 
deuourly worſhipped , whoſe Pricft Tynannws by name, 
brought certaine Matrons of the Citie, which he had ſele- 
Red out vnto that Image or Idoll,as being ſent for by their 
god; and there,when the lights, were pur out, had to doe 
wich them. in the name of chat their god. Alſo among the 
Naſamonerit was the cuſtome, that the Bride the firſt night Polyd.de invent. 
after her marriage ſhould lie withall the gheſts,in honour 66. 5.cap.8. 
of the goddeſle Yenms. 1 cherefore conclude,that thoſe gods 
of the Gentiles which delighted in the laughter of men, 
and likewiſe in their filcthincfſe and vncleannes, muſt needs 
be devils : for the kind and righteous God can abide none 
of theſe things, 2s any mans owne reaſon, ſenſe, and ynder- 
ſtanding may tcach them.

A number more fuchOraclesthere were,wherewich the 
world was deccived, that truſted rhem : bur I neede not 
recitethem ; for (a8 itappeareth)rhe Oracles and anſwers 
which their wicked ſpirics gave foorth in matters future 
and meerely contingent, were ſuch as mighr be taken and 
conſtruedtwo wayes : and thereforetheir worſhippers (if 
they-had beene wiſe to haue noted their cunning and de- 
ceitfull anſwers, containing no certaintic ar lf) they had 
becne as good ncuer to comear them to enquire of any 
Mat» 
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matter future ; for they.be@ ſuch amb anſweres , as 
whereby they might remaine as doubrfull, and as vnreſol- 
ued as they were at firſt, and ſo depart home as wiſe as they 
came,or rather morefoolesthen when they went.But what 
might bee the reaſon, why theſe devils or devilh(b fpirirs 
gaue no certaine anſwersto their worſhi in theſe mat- 
rers future,whereof they were demanded? * | 
The reaſon is manifeft : for nodoubet they would if they 
could ; that fo their credit might haue beene the more. Bur 
ie was a thing not in their power, but onely reſerued ynto 
God, to know and foretell cerrainely the thingsthar are to 
come : for herein God prouoketh all the gods of the Gen» 
tiles to make triall and experience of their power, in theſe 


words, Declare vnto v1 ( faith he) what ſhall enſue hereafter, 8(ay 4a J 
ich 


and t we ſhall know that yee are gods indeede, Whi 
ſhewerh that the certaine forerelling of things future, doth 
manifeſt a divine power, whereof theſe deuilliſh ſpirits are 
not partakers: for had theſe wicked ſpirits ſuch a power 
in.chem , as certainely to know and foretell ſuch things as 
Were tO come; out of all doubt they would then haue giuen 
ſuch cerraine, plaine, and yndoubred Oracles and anſweres 
in this behalfe , as would have purchaſed them ecuerlaſting 
creditin all the world, But now the falſchood and vncer- 
raintie and deceitfulneſſe of them,haue got them iuftly per- 

uall diſcredit in all the world , and manifeſted them to 

no betterthen lying ſpirits , whoſe worſhi were 
miſerably deluded by them ; as cuen the Heathen them» 
ſclues haue teftified. 

Hauing thus briefly, yet 1 truſt ſufficiently, dif 
thereligion of the Gentiles, as being a cruell, wicked, falſe, 
lying, and deceirfull religion , having in it no cerraintie at 
all, whereupon men might reſt, or aſſure thernſelues; ir re- 
maineth now that I ſhew and proone againſt them the- ' 
truth of the Chriſtian Religion, which we profeſſe. Where 
the firſt argument, to ſhew the powerfull and yndoubted 
| truth thereof, ſhall be this : namely , the confeſſion of the 

ods of the Gentiles , that is, of Devils and helliſh ſpirirs 
Atalidues , Who hauc given bat thereof, _—_ 
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their owne worſhippers, eſp 
his inthe weph{vdl 
Gentiles ) drew neere and approched. For the manifeſta- 
tion-whereof, two Ocacles of Apalio may ſuffice ; the one 
whereof was to a Prieft of his owne that demanded him 
of true Religion, and of God: to whom he anſwered thusin 
Suid os in Thulis Greeke: O thou unbappie Pri:ft , why doeſt thou ache mee of 
& Perpbyr.& God, that ts the Father of all things, and of this moſt renowned 
Plat de oraciilie Xing; deareand only Sonne, and of the Spirit that containeth 
all? cc. Alu, that Spirit will inforce me ſhortly to leane this 
habitation and place of Oracles, The other Oracle was to 
; ſts (ear, cuen about the very time that Chriſt was 
ready toappeare in the fleſh : for the ſaid Emperour now 
drawing to 2ge , would needes gore to-Delphos, and there 
learne of Apoilo who ſhould reigne after him, and whac 
ſhouldbecome of things when he was dead. Apollo for a 

while would make no anſwere, notwithſtanding A#- 
guſtnrhad beene very liberall in making the great ſacrifice 
called Hecatomsbe : but in the end , whenthe Emperour be- 
gan to iterate his ſacrifice, and to be infant for an anſwere, 
Apollo (3s it were inforcedto ſpeake ) vrtered theſe ſtrange

erfull leſus(whereof he is the author) muſtneeds,euen

Another argument of the Diuinitie and ruth thereof 
is this: namely,thatit hath remooued by the puiſſant force 
thereof, all che gods of the Gentiles, in deſpight of chem, 
ceaſed their Ocacles, and driuen them'cleane our of the 
earth,ſo that now they are no where to be found, And ſo

Faro lib dereb, ruſt bee remembred , that Afarcns Varro,a learned Ro- 
dizin.ad Ceſiri- pane ( who lived almoſt an hundred yeeres before Chriſt ) 
em. Pot. Max. akethmentionat begaafhe Sybile, (who in number, hie 
faith, were ten ) and of their writings, countries, and ages, 
as alſo of the writers and authors , that before his time had 
Feneſt.cap.de left memory of them : and both he and Feweſtells ( another 
am Ty: Heathen) doe affirme , that the writings of the Sybile were 
gathered by the Romanes , from all parts of the world, 
where they might be heard of , and laid yp with dili- 
Seethe Orar'= gence and reverence in the Capitoll. Sybilla Erithres,who 
on of Conſt. in pyade the former Acroftick verſes, teftifiech of herſelfe (as 
DONS Id Conſtantine the Emaperour doth record) that ſhe livedabour 
pate"  fixe hundred-yeeres after r the floodof Nee: and her coun 
tryman Apollodorns Eri and Farro do report that ſhe 
lived before the warre of Troy, andprophecied tothe Gre- 
cians that went to that warre,that Troy ſhould bedeftroy- 
ed , (as it came to paſſe) which was more thenathouſand 
yeeres before Chritt was borne, Cicero alſo(thar died more 
then fortic yeeres before Chriſt was borne ) tranſlated into 
Latine the former Acrofticke verſes, ( as Conſtantine ſaith ) 
which tranſlation was to be feenein his works, when (on- 
Cic libade dini- ftantene wrote that his Oration: See Cicero of theſe Acro- 
nat. Sutten.  Aticke yerſes of Sybillat1b.2.dt Dininatione And finally Swee 
ws wg 'S*, troninsan Heathen recondeth, that __— Caſar ( before 
"$K our Saviour Chriſt was borne ) had (uch ſpeciall regard of 
the ſayings of the Syb1/5,that he laid them vp in more ſtrai- 
zcr agder then before, vader the Altarof polo, inthe bill 
| e! Pa. 
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Palatine, whereno man might haue the fight of them, buc 
by ſpeciall licence. And ſomuch for the credit of the Sybilz, 
who gauefullreftimony of our Sauiour Iefus Chrift ( by 
name : ) and therefore if the Gentiles will beleeue them, 
(who were their owne Prophers, and highly reuerenced of 
all the world ) they muſt alſo belecue our Goſpell, and the 
Chriſtian —_— to be the onely true religion. Laſtly,the 
Gentiles might haue che ynderſtanding of Chriſt the Meſ- 
fias by the Hebrew — which were inthe Greeke 
language diners ages Chriſt was borne. For Prolomy 
King of Egyp, which had the famous O_ was ftudi- 
ouſly inquiſitive to ſearch our the originall of all Nations 
and religions, and he found that the people of the Iewes 
was the moſt ancienr, and that they onely had the moſt cer- 
taine and yndoubted hiftorie of the creation of the world : 
and therefore he ſent vnto them, to ſend to him from Teru- 
ſalem ſeuenty men, by whoſe helperhe ſacred Bible mighc 
bertrarſlated our of Hebrew intotheir tongue, which was 
done accordingly. As alſo the Gentiles might haue know- 
ledge of this Mefhias, either by acceſſe into the Jewiſh coſt 
trey,or by theacceſle of che Jewes into their countrey : as 
namely, by their long bondage in Egypt,as alſo their long 
captivicy in Babylon, &c. But I conclude this matter thus: 
Sith the Prophers of both Iewes & Gentiles (tharis to ſay, 
the Prophers of all the world ) have giuen full, plaine, and 
evident reflimonic of Ieſus Chrift, the Soone of Ged,char 
therfore his religion is the onely true religion, andall other 
to berciected and dereftcd. 
Thatreligion which is moſt ancient, is the true religion 
= ON much as axve aan -relares 
corruption , or wandering from truth : 
religion whereof Chriſt is the Author, is the wo 
(in as much as Chriſt the author thereof is the moſt ancient 
mera, as alſo becauſe he is te= 
tof by the Hebrew records, which are the moſt anci- 
ent writings inthe world :) £rgo, the Chriſtian religion is 
that which muſt needes bee the onely crue religion in the 
world.For it is pete" F WIRE ORs qued pri- 
4 mus.

were made of wood or ſtone,or ſuch like:)bur(as they crook 
it) they wn God in the Image, as the Papiſts ſay 
they doe: and therfore the caſe for the manner of worſhip 

is all one, Againe, if the Papifts doe not worſhip the Idoll 
or Image, why doe they bow downe vntoit? God com- 
mandeth, ſaying, Thou ſhalt not make to thy ſelfe any graven 
Image : (othatthe very making of Images to repreſent God 

withall (who is a Spirit eternall and inuifible)is Idolatry, A- 
gaine,he ſaith, Thou ſhalt not bow downe to them, nor*wor ſhip 

them,cc.So that to bow down vnrothem (though they be 

ſuppoſed to repreſent God) is Idolatry : for God muſt bee 
worſhipped in ſuch fort as hirmſelfe hath preſcribed,and not 
otherwiſe. And that it is flat Tdolatry to worſhip God in a- 
ny Image, is expreſſed and manifeſt by the childre of Iſrael, 

when they made the golden Calfe to bea repreſentation of

God; for the text ſheweth that it was Idolatry, for which Exed.z:. 


many of-them were plagued and puniſhed; and yer theic 
meaning was to worſhip thettue God in the Calfe:tor they 
were not ſo ſimple as to thinke of belecue that rhart dead 1- 
doll or Image was God : andtherefore the Idolatry of the 
Church of Rome is as groſſe and wicked as theits was,

nople were to doe the like. Other Councels did afficme as 
much,(which becaulc they are ſufficiently knowne, I neede 
not to recite. ) Butthey all ſhew, that at thoſe times the Bi- 
ſhop of Rome had no greater iuriſdiftion then within his 
owne prouince, and that hee could not meddle within che 
prouinces of other Biſhops, And Hierowe of his time ſaith, Hieron. ad 
that the Biſhop of Eugubium, or any other the leaſt See, is **4g7ium. 
equall to, the Biſhop of Rome. The title of Vniuerſall Bi- 
ſhop, was much deficed of /obn Biſhop of Conſtantinople, 
and much contention there was about it : but it was neuer 
obtained of the Biſhop of Rome, yatill the time of Boxs- 
face the third, who procuredthartitle of Phocas that wic- 
ked Emperour of Rome : after which, the Bulhops of Rome 
neuer ceaſed ſtill ro augment their dignity, and increaſe 
thepride of the Romiſh See, And euen at the yeryfirſt 
time when 7o/m Biſhop of Conſtantinople, ſought to ger 
thattitle of vniuerſall rr ny 1 $o his See, Gregory, then Bi- 
ſhop of Rome, did himſelfe ftand againſt ir mightily, and 
affirmed that he could be no leſſe then Antichriſt, whoſoe- 
uer did take voto himthat title. Firſt therefore it is mani- 
feſt, that ynrill the time of Gregor, Bilhop of Rome,an yni- 
ver(all Biſhop wasnot heard of in the Church, and Zoxs- 
facerhe third, was the firſt Biſhop of Rome that got this ci- 
tle, which was about ſixe hundred yeeres after Chriſt.

Againe,the Church of Chriſt, on earth 
being as a chaſte ſpouſe of her husband and head Chriſt Ie.. ' 
ſus; neither can, nor ought to acknowledge any other for 
her head,then tharher husband ro whom ſhe hath plighted 
her troth, Laſtly, there can be no ſucceſſor, bur when the 
or is gone and abſent: but Chriſtis alwaies preſent 
with his Church,according to his owne words; Behold, [ 
am with you to the end of the world, Mat. 28. 20. And there- 
fore he can haue neither ſucceſſors nor Vicar to repreſent 
his perſon,or to guide his Church : for his ſpirit ( fince his 
bodily aſcenfion? is the guide & nancy of the Church 
in his roome, loh. 14. and 15, and 16. For no man mortall 
is appoynted thereunto I conclude therfore,chat for al theſe 
coblls. the Church of Rome cannot poſſibly bee the true 
Church. | 
The Church of Rome doth not aſcribe iuftification 
ro Gich in Chriſt Ieſus onely, bur faith, that mens workes 
be meritorious, and to them partly is iuftification to bee 
aſcribed : and ſo they make mens imperfe& workes to bee 
cauſes of ſaluation,which is a groſle error, euen inthe foun- 
dation or fundamentall poynr. Saint Pax! faith, That al 
are iuſtified by bis grace, Rom.3. 24. If they bee iuſti- 
fied gratis, freely (as hee affirmeth) then are they juſtified 
without any deſert of cheirs. And Saint Pax! ſerteth downe 
this Axiome in the conclufion Ye he/d that « man is inflified 
faith, without the works of the Law, Rom.z. 28. And the 
file in very many places ( whereof mention ſhall bee 
mdebereaber) doth expreſſely exclude workes from be. 
ing any cauſes of our juſtification : for indeed they are the 
effect thereof. And therefore ir appeareth to bee a true 
poſition, that faith onely doth inſtifie, in as much as juſtifica- 
tion is (in the fight of God ) impured to our faith, not to 
our workes ; For Abraham beleened God,and that was 1m- 
| pricd 
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puted ro him for righteouſneſſe, as Paxd (peakerh, Rom. 4.8, 


And he ſheweth that Abrabam was not iuftified by workes 
before God : for if Abrabam were inftified by workes,then 
ſponld he hane wherein to glory, but not before God: and be- 
cauſe he had not wherein to glory before God, therefore 
he was not iuſtifiedin the ſight of God. I grant, that Saine 
James io his ſecond chapter doth ſay, that eAbrahanw was 
inſtified by his workes, when hee offered vp his ſonne Iſaac ac 
Gods commandement, And likewiſe that hee faith, that « 
mantis iuftified by workes, and not by faith onely. Bur before 
whom is he juflified by workes? Nor before God,bur be- 
fore men; chat is to lay, his workes doe declare ynto men 
that faich whereby he is iuſtified before God. And that this 
is the meaning of S. /ames, may appeare by that his ſaying 
where he ſaith, Shew wnto me thy faith by thy workes : thes 
ſaieft thou haſt faith, that is not enough, thy words doe not 
proue it,thy workes will : therefore ( faith he ) ſbew mee thy 
faith by thy works. This word (/brw me ) doth manifeſt what 
manner of iuſtification ys an of, namely, that hee 
ſpeaketh of aiuſtification before men. For it is God that 
reſpeCteth the faith of a man, whereby onely bee is juſtified 
in his fight : andit is men which reſpethe works, where- 
by indeed they teftifie ynto the World their faich to bee 
good before God. For ( as Saint /ames faith truly ) faith 
without workes is but a dead faith, and not good, nor ſound, 
nor auaileable. Bur faith and workes mult goe together : 
and indeed where a true faith is, there good workes will 
ſhew themſelves asthe fruits thereof, Aud thus Pax! and 
James ace to be reconciled ; which thing Thomas Aquinas 
a ſchooleman of the Papiſts doth himlſelfe plainely reftifie, 
faying, that Chriſt Ieſus doth iuſtifie effefint, 3 
Faith dothiuftifie apprebenſiw#, by raking hold of Chrift: 
and good workes doe iuſtific dec/arative, that is, doe de- 
clare vnto men their iuſtification before God, And ſSiris 
cleere, that howſocuer a true faith cannot bee g 
workes,as fire cannot be withour light and heate : yer our - 
juſtification before God is to bee imputed to our faith, nor 
to our workes: as weenth ts 0 be imqayadiea che hengyht 
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chefire, tor rs the light of the fire. Fot ſo ſa S. Paw! ex- 
peiich, That God mwypureth righteoufucſſe withint workes, 
oni.gq.6. And 2gnihe,7Ear it ss by grace not of workes,Rom. 
1 16. And apaine, Not of workes,Rom.g.1 1. A S.Panl 
rellech the Sairits at Epheſus, that God harh ordained imen to 
watke in good worker; yer hee ſaichthat they may nor truſt 
to be ſaued by them : for hee affirmeth, and affureth them, 
That th: y art [axed by grace, and not by their worke3,Eph.2.8, 
9,10.Apgaine, he ſpeaketh in the perſon of himſelfe, and of 
all the children of God, and faith, chat wee ave ſawcad not by 
workes, but by his predeftination and grace, 2.Tim.1.9. And 
aine, God 15 onr Saniony, not for any worker which wee hane 
,but atrording to bis owne mercy be bath ſaned vs, Tit, 3.

And Gregory Naxdanttu 
faith,char to belerne only, __ And therefore it is 
euident both by the e teſtimony of the Scriptures, 
and of the Fathers, that we hold the rruth it this behalfe, 
and that the Church of Romeis ina maruellous trrour. Ir 
is trot which is written, that exery wan ſtall be rewarded ac- 
cortlivy ro his workes : becauſe the Faith of men is eſteemed 
and eſtimated by their workes,as the tree is knowne by the 
fuſe : Burrhtteis no rext of Scriprure to ſhew, that any 
man is faued proprer merita, for his works ot merits; bur 
mo of Scripture to the corſtrary, as before appea- 
rerli,For when we houe doneall that we can, yer weemuſt 
fay (as Chrift commandeth ) Fee are wnprefirable [er wants , 
Luk. 17. 10. And therefore the Papiſts, which teach works 
meritotious,yea works of ſupertrogarion auaileable to ſal- 
vation, as well for others as for themſclues, hold norrhe

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right faich,and conſequently arenotthe true Church, % 
Bur if I ſhould ſbew all the corruptions of the Romiſh 
Church, I ſhould be infinite, neither am I able ro number 
them.I will therefore conclude all this diſcourſe, only wich 


this argument following:The Popeof Rome being the head The Pope 
of that Church.is fg tn Artichriſ that was foretold Antichnſt. 


by Pax{the Apoſile,and that is prefigured in the Reuelati- 
0 of Seine Jobs. Ergo, it is impoſlible that the Church of 
Rome ſhould be the true Church:for the Church of Anti» 
chriſt (though ir boaſt neuer ſo much) cannoc bee the true 
Church, though it would faine be ſo agcounted ; as many an 
harlor defireth to be reputed an honeſt woman. 

1 One marke of that Antichriſt, Part ſhewethto be this, 
2.Theſ.2.8.7hat he ſhouldexalt himſelfe aboue enery one that 
# called God: he doth not ſay, aboue God, bur, aboue every 
one thatis called God,loh. 10. 34. Nowthoſe whomthe 


Scripture calleth gods, we know to be ſuch as bethe Iudges 


and Magiſtrates ofthe earth, Pfal. 82.6. who for that they 
bein the placeof God, and his Lieutenants, are vouchſafed 
& Scripture) this high and honorabletitle of gods. That 
the Pope of Rome is ſuch a one as doth exale himſelfe aboue 


\ooy god of the carth, namely, aboue all Princes and 


agiſtrates, is « thing ſo well knowne, as I need notto 
proue ic: himſelfe by his wicked praQtices, and his leſuires, 
Seminaries,and Prieſts, doe in their bookes manifeſt the 
fame vnto the world. 

2 Another marke of Antichrift Paz! ſetteth downe to 
be this,namely, 2.Thefſ.2.4. That be ſbould ſit in the 7 
of Ged,as God, hewing himpelfer be God. And I pray w 
doth the Pope elſe, bur fitin the Temple of God, as God? 
when claiming the Apoſtolike Sea, he caketh hig to 
be the head of the Church, and torule as hee liſt : ro &re& 
Princes, and to depoſe them againe from their Throngs: 
that he cannot erre : that be can forgine finnes : ma 
belong particularly to God,and to noother. What 
elſe but by theſe demonftrations ſhew himlelfe to be" God, 
in ſo much as hee arrogateth to himſelfe moſt proudly, the 
amthority of God himſalſe? whichthings the Gxth _

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be Deereralsuhe Clementines, and the Extrauagants doe 
that elicws wrote in his Poetry, the beginnin 
whereof is ; Ae Saree mand The Pope 15 the wonder *

b. Buttheſe m_ were boldto take ynto theraſelues the 
yery name of God,and to accept it, giuen of others; accor- 
ding as Pope Sixrzs the fourth, when hee ſhould firſt enter 
into Rome in his dignity papal, had made for him a Pageant 
of angennngy fixed ypon that gate of the City he 
ſhould enter at, g written ypon it this blaſphemous 
yerſe,dedicated vato him : 


Oracls vocis mituds mederaris babenas, 
Et merito in terris, crederss eſſe Dems, 


By Oracle of thineowne yoyce the world thou gouern'f 
all : 

And worthily a god on earth men thinke, and doe thee 
call, 


Yea, ſhall 1 ſay more? The Pope (if any man in the 
world ) doth take ypon him much more then Luciferian 
ride (howſocuer (to deceiue the world with words)he cal- 
th himſelfe /ernuws /ernorums Des, a (eruant of the ſeruants 

of God)that he exalteth himſclfe aboue God himſelfe, and 
his worſhip : forhe raketh ypon him to be aboue the Scrip- 
tures, and to diſpence with them at his pleafure, and to al- 
low matters contrary yato them : which God himlſelfe 
whole will is immutable, and revealed therein) will not 
forhe and his Word will not be cantrary.Againe, here- 

by it is manifeſt that he exalteth himſelfe aboue God, in 
as mach as there is lefſe danger and puniſhment, for any 
that breaketh any of Gods Lawes, then for one that brea- 
keth any the leaſt conſtitution of the Pope. Moreouer, hee 
caimerh authority in three places: Heauen, Earth, and 
Purgatory ; and tha is the reaſon hee weareth a Triple 
k Crowne; 
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Crownerſo that by this account and claime, hee hath more. 
and larger extended authority then God: himlſelfe: for ſuch, 
a third place as Purgatory is,he knowethnot of, And whae 
doe theſe things but manifeſt him-ro exzlt himſelfe even a- 
boue God,and all that is worſhipped ?. . 

3 Antichriſt is deſcribed to be luch a one as ſhould come 
is lying ſignes, and falſe miracles and wonders, 2. Thel. 2.9. 
(whereby If it were poſſible, he wonlddeceine the wery ele. ) 
And chac chisis verified in the Pope, and, Papiſh Church ; 
as all men know that haue been acquainted with their kna- 
ueries,deceits and frauds; ſo lettheir Aures Legends, and 
booke of Trepbees teftifie to the whole world, - 

4 Saint Pawd,2.Thel.2.8. ſhewethby his name, thathee 
that he ſpeaketh of, ſhould be 3 «nw<ochar:is, 4 Lawleſſe perſon, 
or one ſubieft tonolaw; which is alſo manifeſtly verified in 
the Pope;for no lawes will hold him, neither divine nor hu- 
mane : for he claimeth tobe aboue them all, and to change 
and alter what he liſt, and when he liſt, and ro whom he li : 
which the glofſe vpon the Decretals doth teſtifie, ſayin 
thus of the Pope; Leginon /nbiacet wils; that is, Hee 5s nor [i 
let roam law. Wharis this elſe but to bee i<rwer, a lawleſſe 
perſon,cuen the yery ſame whom Saint Pax! ſpeakech of? 

S. John in his Reuclation doth pourtray Antichriſt 
at his ſeat, by the name of the great whore, with whom haue 
commited fornication the Kings of the carth, and the inha- 
bitants of the earth hane been en with the wine of her 
fornication. This woman is that great City, which had do- 
munion owner the Kings of the earth, at the time of this Renelati- 
on, as S. /obn expreſly affirmeth, Reuel. 17. 18.- Iciewell 
knowne,that there was then no other City which raigned 
ouer the Kings of the earth,but onely Rome : and thergfore 
Rome onely is, andmuſt needs be the ſeate of Antichgiſt : 
for no other can be by this euident and plaine deſcription 
of Saint /obn : for Rome was the onely City of the ar 
that raigned ouer the Kings of the earth, the head whereof 
was then the Emperor,but now the Popeztor,the condition + 
of the firlt oamely,of che Romance Empire Ciuil)is al- 
tered & changed into an Ecclefiaſticall & Roman Empire.

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6 Saint Jobnin his Revelation, 1 3, _ 4 beaſt v5, 
out of the Earth which had ewo hornes tike the Lambe, but 
ſpake like the Dragen:and then al that is ſpoken of this beaft, 
wy ls el man of Rome,the Pope ; 
who thoughin ſhew he were the Lambe: for what is more 
mild or humble,chento call himſclfe, The ſcruant of the ſer- 
uants of God? Yet indeed heplayeth the part of the Dra- 
gon,or Diuell, having learned this cunning of Satan; who 
though he be neverſo bad a ſpirit, yer will transforme him= 
ſelfe imo.an Angelloflight,to deceiue ſoules, 2.Cor.1 1.14. 
as the Apoſtle ſheweth.,Bur here is wi/dom, ſaith Jobnin that 
Reuelation : Let him that bath any wit, count the number of 
the beaſt, for it is the number of a man, & his number is 666. 
Now becauſe the number of this wicked Beaſt containerh 
fixe hundreth fixtie and fixe, Irenews thinketh, that this An- 
tichriſtian beaſt ſhould be roarc, that is, a man of Italy, for 
thenumber of the Beaſt is ſer downe in great letters, and 
this Greeke word ( Latemos )doth make vp the iuſt number 
of fixe hundred fixtie fixe,which is the number ofthe beaſts 
name. Ifany doe thinke, that though this Revelation were 
written in Greeke,as being the more knowne and common. 
language, yetthat it was vrtred to S. ob. in hebrew, becauſe 
the Hebrew tongue is the holy rongue:& that Jobs himſclfe 
was an Hebrew or Iew by nation, andthart likewiſe divers 
Hebrew words are found inthe Reuelation:(whoſe opini 
is not ynlikely,but yery probable) then let him ſeeke out an 
Hebrew word which containeth chat iuſt number, & here- 
in he need nor ſearch far,or to ſtudy much vpon the marter : 
for the Hebrew word Remith, (that is, Romanxs, 4 man of 
,in Engliſh)doth in thoſe Hebrew lerters containe the 
iufnymber of fix hundred fixty fixe,which is the number of 
the nine of that Antichriflian Beaſt, And fo by the number 
of the name to be accounted, either by Greeke lerrers, or by 
Hebrewlercers,it is perfeRtly agreeing to that Mano Rome, 
the Pope. All the markes agreeing to Antichriſt(whatſoever 
on es. are found fully and only accompliſhedin the Pope; 
and therefore there is no doubt bur hee is thar notable An. 
tichrict,ofwhom Paxl, and Saint [obs in his — 
5< nat reſt 
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teſtifie 33nd conſe the Church of Rome bag one 
the” true Church of Chrift, bur conrariwiſe, the viſible 
Church of Antichrift,is juſtly forſaken, and for euer to bee 
forſaken of all Chriſtians, as they tender their ſaluation in 
Jeſus Chrift zo whom onely they have betrothed them. 
ſelues,and to whom they muſt remaine conſtant for euer- 
more; which God grant vs all to doe, Amen,

NDF Chrit himglfe bath inflieured in his Church, 
LESSY whom I er dare, nor doe reproue : 0- 
thers there be, that ſeghke reformation amiſſe, with yeno- 


mous and flanderous tGgues, railing, and reuiling againſt 
thoſe which withſtand ir ; which things doe neither grace 
themſelues, nor yet the cauſe which they would pr x 
otherſome there be, who to make the cauſe of reformation 
odious, doe ſay, that it aboliſheth her Maieſties ſupreme 
gouernment and authority in cauſes Eccleſiaſticall, I would” 
wiſh all men to ſpeake the truth, and to ſeeke the prefer. 
ment of Gods tratth, in a durifull, peaceable, and charitable 
fort. Let the cauſe be made no worſethen it is. For my part, 
I defireno more then euery Chriſtian ought, namely, that 
the _ of God ſhould carry the preeminence, wharſoe- 
ver it be. 

And I would to God that (all malice and comtengion ſer 
apart) all of allparts would grow more charitably affe&ed 
both in their words, and in their writings one towards att- 
other : for ſo would this controuerfie ſooner come to an 
end,and the more ſpeedily bee decided,” Others there bee, 
whofor tharin folong ume they cannot ſee their defired 
diſcipline and Church-gouernment to be eſtabliſhed;runne 
from our Church, and make a —_ and ſeparation from 
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ys,cre&ing diſcipline by rheir o authority,condemning 
Chuck to be no Church,that they may make their de» 
teſtable Schiſme the more allowable : theſe are the Brow- 
niſts and Barrowiſts,who will not Ray the chiefe Magi- 
ſtrates pleaſure for the cftabliſhing thereof, nor yer allow 
ynto ys any Church in England, but themſclues. Burthey 
for againſt them I deale) and you muſt ynderſtand, that a 
hurch may be, yea atrue Church may be,andis, though ic 
haue neither Elders, nor Deacons, nor Diſcipline in it. For 
wereade in AQ. 2. verl. 41,42, 43,47- of an aſſembly of 
cople at Ieruſalem, that received the Word of God, and 
eued, and which are expreſlely called a Church, (and 
who can,or dare deny them to be the true Church of God, 
fh the holy Ghoſt doth ſo teſtifie of them?)and yer at that 
time no Deacons were choſlen,nor confiftories of Elders e- 
reed: for they were not ereRted till afterward, And there- 
fore a true Church of God ma though as yer it haue 
not theſe ; for this defired diſciplingis not an riall part 
ofthe Church: forit dothr wall of a City,or an 
eor ditch about a Vineyard ; & it is a City,though the 
bewanting,anditis a Vineyard, mag the hedge or 
ditch be witing:though ſo much the lefle fortified, I grant, 
In as much therfore as we hane the preaching of Gods ho 
word,& rhe right adminiftration of the Sacraments (whic 
bee the eſſential markes of the true Church) none oughe to 
forſake our Church for any other defe, corruption, or 
imperfeQion, For there may bee corruptions both in do- 
Arinegand diſcipline ſome, and yet the Church where t 
be,the true Church of God. Admit (Fahey will) that Mi- 
nifters in the Church i= ag not rightly created 
and brought into the ; will they therefore count 
r o Miniſters ? By as good an —_ they may 
ſay,that he that is brought & a into the world, not ac- 
corditlg to the right courſe or order of nature,burt otherwiſe 
(as by ripping of his mothers belly) is no man: for the one 
corameth vnorderly intoche world, as the other dothimo 
the Church, Iam ſure the corrupt ordination of a Miniſter 
doth ner prouc him tobee np Miniſter ; neither doth any 
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other corruption in-our Church take away the life and be- 
ing of a Church : for if a man be diſeaſed and full of corrup- 
tions, will any.man therefore ſay he is no man? They ſay,we 
do not only want the right diſcipline, but we haue alſo pur 
a wrong diſcipline inthe place therof.Bue what of this? The Note. 
error then, I confeſſe,is great, bur yet nor ſuch as doth make 
a nullity of our Church, fo long as it holdeth Chriſt Jeſus 
the life and ſoule of the Church, and is ready to reforme her 
error, whenſoeuer by good proofe it ſhall be manifeſted vn- 
ro her. In theneane time their argument is nothing worth : 
for if aman loſe a leg or arme, yetnone will deny him to 
be a man, for all this blemiſh or defe&;yea,though he pur a 
wodden leg in ſtead of hisleg which he wanteth, yet he re- A Gaile. 
maineth a man ſtill; becauſe his principall parts remaine. So 
though we want that diſcipline, yet we haue the Principall 
parts of the Church, namely, the right preaching of the 
Word of God,& adminiſtration of the Sacraments, & ther- 
fore a true Church of God yndoubredly, And if wee haue a 
true Church, though not a perfe&t Church,letthe Browniſts 
and Barrowiſts conſider from whence they are falne: for if 
the Church of Chriſt be the body of Chriſt, as S, Paul af- 
firmeth; what do they elſe bur by their Schiſme and { 
tion, rent themſelues from the _ of Chriſt * and then ler 
them remember whoſe members they be, vntill they be re- 
united. Lerthem no longer for ſhame, charge our Church 
with Idolatry, except they were better able to prooue it, 
whickneither they,nor all the world ſhal do. To ſay(as they 
fay)that a ſer forme of Prayer vied in the Church,& exhibi- 
ted ynto God, the prayer being framed according to 
rule of Gods Word,is Idolatry,is deteftable.For by as g 
reaſon they may condemne all- prayer made to God bythe 
Preacheror Paſtor of the congregation ; whichthey will 
not doe: and beſides, all the reformed Churches in Chri- 
ftendome haue aſer forme of publike prayers for pyblike 
meetings and congregations.  "_ 

as hw. that wee obſerue Saints dayes, anddedicite 
Churches ynto them: bur they ſhould that wee doe 
theſe things in honour of the Saints, elſe haue they mow 
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"n to.charge our Church with Idolatry (as < 
doe) for the Statute it ſelfe dothexpreſ x doin, fs 
doth call them Holy-dayes,not for the Saints ſake, bur for 
the holy exerciſes yied ypon them in the publike aſſemblies, 
Againe,truc itis, that divers Churches amongſt ys are cal- 
led the names of thoſe Saints they are dedicated ynto; 
but to ſay therefore we doe dedicate Churches ynto themis 
yery ridiculous. For when we call Saint Peters Church, or 
Saint Paws Church, it is bucto diſtinguiſh them from other 
Churches by their names. In Acbexs therg was a place 
which bare the name of Mar::and $. Lake in ARt.17.calleth 
it Mars-ftreet : will any man therefore be ſo ih, or ſo 
fond,as to ſay therefore he committed Idolatry,or that ther 
fore he dedicated that place to that Heathen god of battell ? 
None I chinke will be to wicked or abſurd. 

Moreouer, Icis true that wee obſerue faſting dayes : but 
therein we obſerue no Romiſh faſts, norplace therein the 
worſhip of God,ner the remiſſhon of our fins, nor the me- 
rit of cternall life (as the Papiſts do.) Bur thepolitike lawes 
of this Land, which appoynt that men ſhall not eate fleſh 
ypon certain daies,do jtin refpe& of the Common-wealth, 
asto maintain Nauigation ſd much the berter,and for ſpare 
of the breedof young cattell ; 8appoynting moreover a pe= 
nalry for ſuch as ſhall take the dayes to be obſcrued, as me 
ritorious Romiſh faſts, 

I therefore wiſh them to ceaſe their ſlander againſt this 
Church,and to ceaſe their damhtable ſchiſme, and ro be re- 
conciled to that Church of ours, from whence they haue 
fooliſhly departed : for how imperfeQ s Charch ſocuer ir 
be (whoſe imperfeAions God cure jo his good time, ) yer 
\ ſhall they never be able ro ſhew otherwile, bur that the
